Hon. A. O. Cleveland. Tbe Sage of 
White Fine county acknowledged the 
compliments expressed in hla behalf 
by Mr. Folsom and after laying a large 
roll of poetry upon the desk lit into 
the JOOBNAL'B special reporter.

FRIGHTB'CL ACCIDENT, 


Kd Beitz While Crossing tbe Railroad 


Between tlie Cars of a Vreiftht Train 
Falls to the Track and in Ban Over. 
A 
frightful 
accident 
occurred 


iuat west of the depot shortly before 
.2 o'clock last night in which Ed 
Seitz was probably fatally injured. It 
seems that he started to go to his home 
which is in the northern part of town 
and found a freight train blocking the 
crossings from Sierra Street to the 
depot. He decided to climb between 
)he cars and when part way through, 
;he train suddenly started and he lost 
bis footing but held on with his hands 
his feet dragging along the ground. A 
brakeman happened to see him fall 
and signalled the engineer to stop, at 
the same time trying to assist Seitz 
from between tbe cars. The engineer 
did not see tbe signal and the train be- 
gan to move rapidly. Seitz retained 
lia hand-hold, dragging along tbe 
track some two-hundred feet endeavor- 
ng all of the time to extricate himself 
from bis perilous situation. Hia foot 
was finally caught by a wheel and he 
was dragged under the trucks which 
passed over both his legs. By this 
;ime the train had come to a halt and 
;he injured man was lifted from under 
;he car. 
^ 


One leg was crushed juat above the 


knee and the other at the ankle. Phy- 
sicians were called and it was found 
that amputation of both limbs would 


necessary and at his own request be 


was removed to the Hospital to under- 
go the operation. He pleaded for 
death to oome to his relief apd won- 
dered why be waa not killed outright. 
Those about him did all they could to 
relieve his suffering. 


At an early hour this morning it was 


very doubtful whether he could with- 
stand the shook occasioned by his awful 
injuries and It was thought he could 
not live till daylight. 


This is another striking argument 


for the opening of the Virginia street 
crossing. Half, if not more, of the 
time the main street of the town is 
blocked by oars and people who have 
occasion to cross the track must neces- 
sarily go to Sierra street or to Center, 
School children are obliged to cross to 
go to the High School or University. 
3ther towns in the State much smaller 
than Reno have elevated walks o\er 
the track, but the people in the largest 
place in the State are forced to watch 
their opportunity to run over the 
tracks between the cars. Who is at 
Fault, and isn't it about time that this 
matter should be corrected 1
